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Rankin’s  Musical  MacbethV**!^/"^ 

Mr.  McKee  Rankin  has  for  years  entertained  the 
desire  to  present  the  tragedy  of  Macbeth  in  a realistic 
manner,  and  finding  himself  now,  as  manager  of  the 
California  Theater,  San  Francisco,  in  a position  to  in- 
dulge in  the  realization  of  his  long-cherished  project, 
|jt|ie  has  made  arrangements  to  that  end.  Macbeth  was, 

I accordingly,  presented  at  Mr.  Rankin’s  theater  last 
Monday,  with  Mr.  Rankin  himself  in  the  title  role. 
Miss  Ellie  Wilton  as  Lady  Macbeth,  Mr.  Frederick  de 
Belleville  as  Banquo,  Mr.  Harkins  as  Macduff,  and 
j Dr.  C.  B.  Bishop  as  the  First  Witch.  The  rest  of  the 
f east  is  full  of  promise,  but  the  cast  is  a secondary  affair 
in  this  production,  which  Mr.  Rankin  intends  shall 
eclipse  from  a spectacular  point  of  view  any  Shake- 
spearean revival  that  has  yet  been  seen  in  America. 

The  circumstance  of  the  presence  in  San  Francisco 
of  Mr.  Edgar  S.  Kelley,  a young  composer  who  has 
written  some  Macbeth  music  which  has  attained  con- 
siderable favor,  seems  to  have  been  the  principal  reason 
that  Mr.  Rankin  determined  upon  this  Macbeth  revival 
[just  at  this  particular  juncture,  and  Mr.  Kelley’s  music 
was  heard  on  the  occasion,  and  with  excellent  effect. 
Several  composers  of  note  (Sir  Arthur  Sullivan,  for  in- 
I stance),  have  written  Macbeth  music;  but  this  has 
J usually  been  performed  during  the  entr’actes  instead  of 
I during  the  progress  of  the  play.  In  Mr.  Rankin’s  pres- 
ent production,  however,  the  music  and  the  drama  were 
presented  simultaneously,  and  the  arrangement  seems 
to  have  been  very  successful.  In  the  incantation  scene, 
especially,  the  band  produced  all  manner  of  blood-curd- 
ling sounds,  and  the  stage  being  darkened  and  filled 
with  all  manner  of  horrific  imps,  demons,  goblins,  and 
harmless  creatures,  the  audience  experienced  a “ creepy” 
effect  which  was  deliciously  awful.  Mr.  Kelley’s  music 
likewise  aided  very  materially  in  heightening  the  effect 
of  the  banquet  scene — more  particularly  ” Banquo’s 
ghost”  music. 

A California  contemporary,  by  the  way,  remarks  with 
evident  satisfaction  that  this  ghost  was  a ” real  ” ghost — 
none  of  your  tin  armor  and  green  gauze  ghosts,  but  a 
regular  Simon  Pure  Cock  Lane  affair,  that  you  could 
bang  with  a club  or  stab  with  a sword  or  put  your  fist 
clean  through  him,  and  he  would  still  smile  aggravat- 
ingly  at  you.  The  ‘‘  howlet’s  cry  ” was  also  imitated 
by  the  band  in  a manner  so  terribly  exact  that  it  is  re- 
ported that  an  exodus  of  rats  immediately  took  place 
from  the  theater  where  they  have  resided  for  years,  such 
as  has  not  been  paralleled  since  the  fulfillment  of  his 
contract  to  clear  the  city  of  Hamelin  by  the  celebrated 
Pied  Piper.  The  ‘‘  clamoring  of  the  obscene  bird  of 
night  ” is  also  produced  with  startling  fidelity  to  nature 
by  Mr.  Kelley  (who  led  the  orchestra  in  Iperson  on  the 
opening  night);  and  the  highly  imaginative  and  auda- 
cious young  composer  has  made  several  other  musical 
innovations,  some  of  which  are  very  agreeable  and  cer- 
tainly tend  to  relieve  what  it  must  be  confessed  is  or- 
dinarily one  of  the  most  tedious  of  Shakespeare’s  plays. 
For  instance,  the  introduction  of  the  Royal  Gaolio 
March  in  the  banquet  scene  helps  the  auditor  a good 
deal  in  supposing  that  the  gorgeously  gilded  flagons 
contain  ‘‘mead’’  or  ‘‘ metheglin,”  or  whatever  it  was 
that  the  Thanes  used  to  get  so  gloriously  drunk 
upon— and  the  meeting  between  Macbeth  and  the 
witches  on  the  ‘‘  blasted  heath  ” is  made  attractive  by  a 
galop  infernale.  In  the  sleep-walking  scene,  Mr.  Kelley 
has  availed  himself  of  certain  of  the  movements  from 
Bellini’s  Somnambula,  and  the  ‘‘  drunken  porter  ” ...wak- 
ened by  the  knocking  at  the  castle  gates  at  5 a.  m. 
creates  a splendid  effect  by  a song  which  immediately 
fluggests  that  of  La  Perichole  after  she  has  taken  dinner 
'with  the  Viceroy.  Altogether,  the  Kelley- Rankin 
Musical  Macbeth  is  extremely  well  done,  and  is  a long 
way  more  entertaining  than  the  ordinary  productions  of 
the  tragedy.  The  scenery,  by  Mr.  John  Mazzanovich,  is 
exquisitely  painted.
